The Idea Caught from a Gyrating Cuspl» 
dor— Testing an Experimental Gun 
at West Point—Not To 
Be Bursted. 


[Scientific American.) 
Lying snugly housed near the point of 
Sandy Hook, is a ¿ great gun, nearly thirty 
feet long. 
It has been there for some time, 
and is an object of curiosity to all who 
visit the neighborhood. 
This gun was de­ 
signed in part by Mr. George Edgar, and is 
his property. 
Many thousands of dolían 
have been spent upon its construction and 
exhibition, but though a military committee 
reported favorably, opon it, no steps were 
taken by the government toward purchas­ 
ing the patents taken out by its oonstruo- 
tors. 
The claims made for the gun refer 
exclusively to the breech, which is said to 
possess no little novelty and merih 
Not long ago Mr. Edgar visited Washing­ 
ton on business connected with this gun. He 
was accompanied by an American mechani­ 
cian and designer of guns, now employed by 
the Eussian government to conduct theii 
great gun works on the Neva. 
After a 
somewhat unsatisfactory visit to the war 
department, the two were sitting in the cafe 
of the Ebbitt house, discussing the chances 
of the adoption of the principle of the big 
gun by the military authoritiea 
“ They tell me,” said Mr. Edgar, "that 
what they want is a gun that won’t ex­ 
plode; when they get such a one, they aay 
they expect to have no trouble in finding an 
easy working and efficient breech mechan» 
í s ul ” 
“ Yes,” replied his 
companion, “ that’s 
what they are looking for all over the 
world.” 
m 
The two men sat silent for some tima 
Finally, Mr. Edgar, in crossing his legs, 
kicked off the cover from an India rubber 
cuspidor. Like most of these contrivances, 
this cover was made of hard robber with 
beveled edges the sides as they sloped 
toward the hole in the center having a fall 
or decline of about 30 degrees from a plana 
CAUGHT THE IDEA. 
Mr. Edgar observed this cover intently 
as it rolled and gyrated about the marble 
Hour. 
Before it came to a dead stop ha 
s&üfed it with something lito precipitation, 
and with sparkling eyes exclaimed to hit 
Companion, *Tve got itf* 
“ Got whatf’ asked the letter languidly. 
“ I’ve got the principle on which the nuz> 
bursting gun can be constructed.” 
“Bab!’ 
Not heeding this expression of Incredulity 
on the part of his friend, a man, too, oJ 
great skill in metal working, Mr. Edgfil 
gave such forcible reasons for believing^* 
nou-bursting gun could be constructed or a 
series of plates similar in form to the<6op of 
a rubber cuspidor, that he was compelled tc 
admit that there was something in thdjdefe 
Returning to New York City, Mr. Eug&i 
at once set to work to mato a gun on the 
plan suggested by the in^dent in the*/Ebbitt 
bouse cafe. 
This experimental gun is four 
feet long, and composed throughout itf 
whole extent of corrugated plates Of Rus­ 
sian iron. 
At its completion be took it up 
to West Point, which, ho bad been told in 
Washington, was one of the government 
testing points for guna 
On bis arrival at the works, and mention­ 
ing the fact that ha had a new gun with 
him, he was told that the number of new 
guna constantly appearing was legion. “ The 
trouble with all of them,” said the ofüoer, 
“is that they burst too readily. 
What kind 
of a test do you want us to put your gun 
to?” he added. 
“Why,” replied Mr. Edgar, “ I would 
like to havo you burst i t ” 
“Certainly,” said the officer, with some­ 
thing like sarcasm in his voice. 
“We’re 
always glad to accommodate gentlemen 
with new gun“.” 
STOOD THE SEVEREST TESTS. 
The gun was now taken beind a bill, a 
double charge of powder introduced, and 
fired with a time fuse. 
It turned two or 
throe back somersaults, but remained in­ 
ta c t 
It was now loaded with a quadruple 
charge and fired, the only effect being tc 
multiply the 
number of the back somer­ 
saults. 
“This is very good indeed,” said the 
officer. 
“I’m sorry to keep you wafting so 
long. 
I’ll now load it up to the muzzle, 
and that will be the last of i t ” Fired under 
thetie conditions, it rose in the air, whirled 
around for a few moments, and then came 
down and buried itself in the earth. 
After 
being dug up it was charged nearly up to 
the muzzle with powder and* wad, and then 
spiked. 
The only result was that it rose 
higher in the air than before, spun around 
more rapidly, and buried itself deeper in 
the grouud when it came down. 
It had not 
even been chipped 1 
“Is there anything else yoa’d like to put 
Into it?” demanded Mr. Edgar, it being 
now his turn to be ironical 
“No!” was the reply; “it beats m3.” Hav­ 
ing thus -tumped the gun-testing authori­ 
ties, Mr. E lgar brought his little gun back 
tc New York in triumph. 


[Atlanta Constitution.] 
In reply to a question concerning the al­ 
leged longest word in the Eng lish language, 
The New York J ournal of Co mmerce says: 
“ It is not in either Webster or Worcester, 
but may be found in the fourth edition of 
Bailey’s dictionary, and in the work of K

tudinity (honorlfioabilitudinatas) honorable­ 
ness.” 
Marston refers to it in “ The

tezan” (1604), where he affirms that “ His 
discourse is like the word honorificabilitud- 
initatibus, a great deal of sound and no 
sense.” 
But this is a libel on the word, 
which is used in many ancient volumes, 
with the meaning ascribed to it in the above 
definition. 
A knife-grinder has it painted 
on his machine to announce his trade.

ing asked what it meant he answered that 
he did not know, but It was the longest 
word he could pick out in the dictionary, 
having twenty-two letters, and 
he had 
looked the book through to find it

E v id e n c e for m e P ro se cu tio n C losed. 


Hiilu Larson was called to the stand 
about two o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and testified as follows: He is a farm 
hand working for David Smith, an uncle 
of the defendant; live half mile east of 
the N ettleton place; went on the even 
ing of J une 23rd to the residence of Ed 
Hops and met quite a number of the 
charivaring party there; they went to­ 
gether from there to a place in the road a 
little west of N ettleton’» ; stopped there 
for awhile when Clarence W hite came up 
on horseback but went back to H ops’ and 
put out his horse then again joining their 
party ; the whole eleven finally gathered 
in the road west of the Nettleton place 
and proceeded thence to the charivari; 
they entered the yard by the large gate 
at east side of the yard and moved up in 
):ne along by the house; threo men had 
guns: most of the others had tin pans but 
cannot say they all did, witness had an 
old dish pan which he pounded with a 
stick; thinks they remained in the yard 
ubout half an hour; “ g uess made noise 
pretty near all the tim e'” he saw Mrs. 
Nettleton come out on the stoop on south 
side of the house and say substantially as 
has been already reported; they left yard 
“ right away ,” the entire crowd went out 
together; Wm. Oleson and Andrew W il­ 
liamson accompanied witness down the 
road to the east; they stood ubout eight 
rods east of gate for some five minutes; 
as soon kh Uiey left the yard some began 
to make noise again just in front of the 
house in the road, witness saw two flashes 
of shots from the upper tory about half 
a minute apart saw flashes through limbs 
of trees an» ! inter verm# foliage; he re­ 
member^ l\o being quite light and the stars 
were shining ; said Andrew Williamson 
Was working for Rob’t. Smith, they took 
a position in the yard south-west of the 
main part of ilie house where they made 
the noifie; thinks there were a dozen shots 
fired in all; hee-d no pistol shots and saw 
and knew of no pistol being among the 
crowd; could hanlly determine why they 
Stopped just east of the house on way 
home. 
W m. Oleson caUed. 
H is testimony was 
that he had lived at David Smith’s some 
three m onth*Aon nig ht of June 83rd saw 
Clarence W hite first in the road with quit« * 
a number of others just west of Nettle- 


ton’s; they met the other boys of the 
charivari party at Pierce’s about tefi 
o’clock; went west in road from there 
about eig hty rods, i. e. back past Nettle- 
ton’s place towards Hops; all went to­ 
gether from there to Nettleton’s and car­ 
ried on much as previous witnesses have 
described, except he only heard Mrs. N et­ 
tleton say “ go out” and heard no one 
make a reply to her, when they entered 
the road he and two others walked east 
eight or nine rods and stopped about five 
minutes; rest of boys meanwhile g oing 
west in road stopping in frontof the house; 
witness thought he could see the last 
mentioned while in the road where he 
stopped; he says “ guess I did” hear guns; 
saw flash of but one shot and that was 
from the house; it was a moonlight night 
and stars shining; moon was in south 
but did not notice it particularly. 
On 
cross examination he stated that he was 
“ fifteen or sixteen years” old and had 
never worked out before; though! 
they 
were m aking noise steadily while in the 
yard and were there half an hour; worked 
at N ettleton’s several times during the 
summer; was on south side of traveled 
track when he saw flash of the gun from 
the house. 
Frank Howell, of Paw Paw, called. 
Said he had lived in Paw Paw since he 
was born and is eighteen years old; plow 
ed corn at home on 23d of June; went 
from home to Pierce’s in the evening , on 
horse back; staid there some 20 m inutes, 
then went alone to H ops’ remaining the 
same length of time; from there went to 
Nettleton's; there were only three guns 
'"\ crowd and no revolvers: they entered 
yard and stood just iu front of main part 
in line at first, gave three cheers and be­ 
gun their noise; remained at this place a 
few minutes then moved to west end of 
house; thought they were in yard per­ 
haps 15 minutes; could not say how many 
shots were fired. 
He saw Mrs. Nettleton 
come out on porch and say “ Boys we 
have had enough of this, we know some 
of you and will have you arrested in the 
morning if you doa’tjleave,’’ he answered 
her that they “ should like to see them 
first,” to which she replied “ you will not 
do that.” 
That was all that was said and 
the boys immediately withdrew. 
In road 
again witness took position little west of 
of main part of house and kneeling left 
knee in north wheel track was pounding 
a boiler; W hite was 8 or 10 feet east of 
him and 2 to 4 feet south; witness heard 
reports of two shots from Thos. Doug h­ 
erty “ us fust as he could fire them ,” in 
two or three minutes from last of these 
shots a shot came from the window; w it­ 
ness was struck in left front ,’thigh sus­ 
taining only a skin wound; he could and 
did .’see the east upper window’ 
from 
where he was pounding boiler; saw’ Clar­ 
ence W hite fall and w’ent up to him; also 
saw Wm. Hackman who had g one 8 to 12 
rods w est and laid or fell down on south 
side of road. 
W itness and Parassa took 
Hackman to H opp’s place between them 
on blanket and from there to his home in 
a wagon; they came back and got W hite 
then and carried him home, ¡lie knew |it 
was first shot that took effect in his limb. 
On cross ¡examination Frank was much 
clearer than any witness of the affair 
except Philip Peirce. He stated further 
that lie had gone to Paw Paw with his 
brother that evening before going to 
Peirce’s and that while at Peirce’s place 
he had some cider; thinks Thos. Doug h­ 
erty must have been two or three feet 
east and a little north of White; does not 
know what White had to make noise w ith ; 
could see no one in window: was in road 
about five minutes before shots from the 
house were tired; and W hite dropped at 
first shot; also that when he was at west 
•m l of the house he turned the shutters iu 
lower part of the blind with a stick which 
used to pound boiler so that they were 
open but lie did not touch the 
house or 
blind with his hands. 


Dr. Stetler recalled and testified as to 
uature of wound sustained by Hackman. 
Doctor said lie found him suffering from 
a punctural bullet wound in abdomen ; 
ball hud entered abdominal cavity and 
thought probable that it was now encys­ 
ted iu the muscles of his buck; ball judg ­ 
ing from wound, was in size between 22 
Cal. and 82 cul.; it might be as large 32 
cai, and was, at least, much larger than 
22 cal 


The prosecution next cubed Th o s, V 
Daugherty to the stand. 
He swore t h a t 
on night of 23rd of dune he with two o ik 
ers drove from Ed Hops to l‘ ivy i ‘a w and 
from there to Pierce'*, th ey t o k Ho p s 
and family home from * ■. n < 
ami wh ile 
putting o u t th e u 
am at Ho p s’ p lace d u r ­ 
ance Wh ite cairn iu on horseback; Frank 
llow el! hi- » brought his horse th ere that 
night; thinks they g ot to Nettleti n ’s 
about eleven o'clock, stood about three 
rods from house just iu front of gates, 
the witness hud a double muzzle loading 
gun given him by Hops on that evening 
g un w’as unloaded when he took it ; load 
ed it himself and knew there was nothiug 
but powder and paper in it when shot 
that night; he was thirty feet or more 
from the house when he shot and shot 
only four i mes: his brother, Jo h n he 
thinks, shot twice, he saw Mr*. Nettleton 
come to the iront door of the house, also 


saw Frank H ow ell turn up the shutters 
o flo w er blinds with stick; saw no one 
touch the house nor strike it with stick 
or club; when they adjourned to road w it­ 
ness remained just in front, a little east, 
standing in center of traveled road ; TVhite 
stood about eig hteen inches south and 
two feet west of him then; he says “ i shot 
twice, a load out of each barrel ;” no more 
than two seconds between shots and shot 
in the air and easterly; not more than five 
seconds after his last shot before first shot 
from the house; was standing about two 
feet from W hite when shooting was done 
heard him struggling for breath and g lanc­ 
ing towards him saw he was falling ; 
caught him by right shoulder with left 
hand without moving from his tracks; 
eased W hite to the ground; says grain 
sack that W hite had over him was nearly 
white; he stayed but a few minutes with 
W hite, g oing to help carry Hackman 
home; he had fallen some twelve or fif­ 
teen rods west of the place where W hite 
fell; when they returned to take W hite 
home they found him in same place but 
he “ had been turned on his side;” he 
thinks they were not in yard over thirty 
minutes and that they had been there some 
fifteen m inutes when 
Howell opened 
the shutters with stick; he thinks W hite 
was facing north when shot; he says, “ I 
will swear that W hite’s feet were not a 
foot south of the beaten track ; ’ saw three 
persons standing near him self and W hite 
about time of shooting, or shortly before; 
could not say who they were; could see 
window from where he stood, (to east of 
White), and see it plainly; thought a man 
in window could see him; thinks foliag e 
on trees was thinner on line from him self 
to the window than it was on line from 
White to window; has made exam ina­ 
tions since, that corroborates this state­ 
ment. 


Louis Hackman called: 
He went from 
home on nig ht of June 23rd to Hopps’ 
with some others; remaining but a short 
time they went east, nearly to N ettleton’s, 
where some of the party stopped, and 
others proceeded to Pierce’s; when White 
joined the party, staying in road, they 
went to Pierce’s, and with rest of crowd 
from their back to Hops’ barn, thence to 
N ettleton’s; stood in road when shooting 
from house was done,-—from four to six 
feet directly west of W hite, in south road 
track; saw a man little north and to west 
of him, but did uot recognize him; thinks 
it was two or three seconds between his 
brother’6 last shot und N ettleton’s first 
shot; flashes from house were two or 
three £ ; jnds apart; could see window 
plainly from where stood; when first shot 
from house was fired he was looking 
toward W hite; saw him throw’ up hands 
and drop, and glancing 
toward house 
saw second flash from there; saw H ow ­ 
ell turn up shutters with stick, but did 
not see any one touch house; think there 
was a man standing a little back and to 
east of him in room, but cou’d not say 
who. 


Rudolph Parassa now took the stand 
und testified that he was with the party 
at Nettleton’s, and when they entered 
yard they stood about half way from 
fence to house; says “ I never was by 
charivaring, supposed it was alright, so 1 
hallooed ’bout as long as I could;” saw a 
lady step out on porch, and heard her 
speak, but could not understand what 
was said; heard no one answer her; then 
left yard, crossed the road and started 
westward toward home; had gone very 
slowly, five or six rods, when he heard a 
shot fired; did notkouw from where,and in 
fact, was uot certain than tw’o shots were 
fired after leaving yard; thought they 
were in road some five minutes when 
these shots were fired; he found his 
brother in-law laying in grass about ten 
or twelve rods from where White fell; 
saw’ but few clouds in air, if any; thought 
that moon was in southwest, or south­ 
west by south. 
Before his cross examin­ 
ation, court was adjourned until nine 
o’clock to day, but when court was open­ 
ed he was excused without further ques 
tioning. 


Dr. J. W. Edwards, of Meudota, was 
then called 
lie had been called in con­ 
sultation over Clarence White, <>n tin* 
morning of Ju n e 2 4 th , 
made an examina­ 
tion o f wo u n d th eie, to g eth er with Dr. 
StetU-i tiul Hr. Ath erto n ; together, they 
p t->b ed and dressed the wo u n d , 
removing 
two large pieces of bone, largest piece of 
bone was driven from an inch to an inch 
and a half into the braiu tissue, down­ 
ward. iuw’urd, or backward, thought it 
was a mortal wound. 
Witness said he 
had been a -urgeou iu army for nearly 
three years, and was acquainted with 
gun sh o t wounds; thought 
the wound 
was made by a bull little larger than an 
ordinary 
buck-shot; thought the 
ball 
must have been about 82 calibre; death 
was caused by the shock and penetration 
of brain substance by particles of bone, 
Sheriff Edwards then produced the bot­ 
tles containing loads taken from Nettle- 
tons gun and they were handed to w it­ 
ness. 
Upon examination he said they 
were larger than what he called buck shot 
and that they were about the size of a 32 
caliber ball. 
Being shown a consider* 
ably smaller ball he said that was what 
Lie called a buck shot; though the balls 


which the Sheriff gave him were about 
size o f ball which made the wound he had 
treated in W hite’s head; on comparing 
shot from different barrels; thought those 
from rig ht barrel were very little larger 
and at least as large as 32 calibre ball; 
on being shown a shell marked by Dr. 
Stetler did not agree exactly with location 
of wounds g iven by him ;placed it a little 
farther towards the front; said that Clar­ 
ence W hite’s forehead was very full or 
w ell developed and thought that it would 
be 
no 
freak 
for a ball fired from 
nearly 
in 
front 
of 
W hite to 
pass 
through the skull as he had described. 
John Doug herty being called, testified 
that he was working for Mr. K elsey who 
lives half a mile south of N ettleton’s, As 
to what was done at charivari his state­ 
ments were simply corroborative of those 
of previous witnesses; he heard no reply 
to Mrs. N ettleton’s remarks; started west 
toward home when he left yard; could 
see window from where he stood and was 
looking toward it at time shots came from 
there; carried the musket during the ev 
ening and loaded it with powder and 
paper; did not shoot at that time. 
Mrt Morrison then called Andrew W ill­ 
iams to the stand. 
He testified to same 
as the other members of the party as to 
what was done at N ettleton’s nig ht of 
J une 23rd. He went east from yard don’t 
know how far; did not hear any shots fired 
in road but heard two shots from house 
and saw the flash of these shots; then ran 
considerable of the way home and did 
not know that any ¡one wa3 hurt until 
next day near noon; he work9 for Robert 
Smith who lives ,a mile east of N ettle­ 
ton’s. 
Chas. Smith now took the stand and tes­ 
tified that he had made an examination 
of the Nettleton premises on the Sunday 
following the shooting; the woodshed on 
east of house is about 12¡feet wide and 
the walnut tree to south is a few inches 
eest of a line directly south of east side 
of this woodshed, the next tree is some 3 
feet east of such a line; window is about 
12 feet from ground, ground slopes grad­ 
ually from house ¡south to road making 
a difference of 3 or 4 feet in level at those 
places; trees are about 10 inches through; 
tree nearest to road was about2rods.from 
fence; W hite fell 6 or 7 feet east of a line 
drawn due south from window. Branches 
of tree nearest house extend west from 9 
to 11 feet from body of tree, and foliag e 
was not dense at end of limb; witness 
stood where W hite fell and by stooping 
3 feet or so from ground could see a 
greater part of the window, but when 
erect could see none of it except as a 
g entle breeze then blowing moved the 
leaves; standing 4 feet west of that spot 
witness saw when standing erect the en­ 
tire window; measurement was made by 
witness from body of tree nearest house 
westward to a line drawn from window 
to spot where W hite fell, and found to be 
ten 
and 
one-half feet distant; from 
other tree west to same line was only 
nine feet, he saw dead twig s six or eight 
inches iu length hang ing from end of 
limbs; there were three or four on tree 
nearer the house and one or two on the 
other tree; was no larger branch extend­ 
ing farther west than these broken ones; 
they were almost exactly in a line and 
seemed as if cut by one ball; were just in 
range of a persons eyes standing where 
White fell and looking tow’ard that w in­ 
dow; thought a shot tired at that angle 
would have struck the ground about two 
rods south of road; found no shot in pick­ 
et fence although he looked. 
Edwin W hite, brother of Clarence, call­ 
ed. 
He also made an exam ination of the 
place on the Sunday following the acci­ 
dent; said first tree was twenty feet south 
of woodshed; next tree twenty or thirty 
feet south of first one; and fence ten or 
fifteen feet south of second tree; branch­ 
es cut oil'on tree nearest the house were 
considerable higher than those cut on 
second tree. 
In the other points he simp­ 
ly repeated Sm ith’s statements. 
Gardner Thompson also examined place 
that Sunday but did notenter yard; stood 
a step east of where W hite fell and could 
by stooping a little see most of the east 
upper win d o w That was the only point 
in wh ich h * a d d e d :.ny'*iing to that 
alread y g iv en . 
Andrew 11. 
Uosecranz present when 
these examinations were made says w in 
dow is about eighteen feet west o f east 
side of woodshed and that there was noth­ 
ing in yard but the trees to obstruct the 
view from White to window 
Ezra G. Cass, of Lee County T i m * now 
put on the stand testified that he made 
an examination on Friday following the 
Shooting; thoug ht the broken twig s were 
all the way from six inches to a foot in 
length and on tree nearer the house were 
within a foot of western edge of foliage 
on other tree about two feet inside of 
foliage; he held one end of tape line while 
Agler measured distances around the 
yard, 
w indow as he remembered was 
eleven feet and nine inches in hig bt; Mr. 
Cass found some fine shot in picket fence 
that had been shot in there very recently; 
picked out twelve of these shot and they 
extended east about as far as in a line 
with nearest tree. 
When he left stand 
the court adjourned until 1 ;80 o’clock this 
afternoon.
